To The Colored Voters of 
Ohio County. 

Gkektino. — W e are nearing anoth. 
er Presidential contest. It behooveg 
us, therefore, to look the pending is- 
sue squnre in the face and in the fu- 
ture, ns in the past, lie tound on the 
side of /light, Jurtiee and Equity. 

Our limited education in Science of 
Government, prevents us from thor- 
oughly understanding the economic 
questions that will lie discussed during 
the campaign and voted upon nt the 
approaching election, yet, .Vo Colored 
Mon need be deceived, as the lines 
are already drawn. The Democratic 
party through its platforms, policies 
and methods has alwnyshien, as it is 
to day, the avowed enemy of the la- 
boring masses in general, and the Ne- 
gro in particular. It is true, however, 
thut here ami there throughout the 
country we may find an individual 
Democrat who has done a great many 
good things for individual colored 
men, but usn party, from the very ear- 
liest history of the Government to the 
present day, they have always object- 
ed to every measure, local or Nation- 
al, giving to the negro equal political 
rights. Judging, therefore, from the 
past, I have ulwnys found it a safe 
criterion to oppose whatever the Dem- 
ocratic party favors and favor whatev- 
er they oppose. 

We may not with our limited edu- 
cation know much about the Tariff, 
and the unlimited coiuage of silver, 
but we do know that where Republic- 
an ideas prevail the people, regard- 
less of color, are more prosperous and 
feel as American citizens, “secure in 
the pursuits of life, liberty and happi- 
ness.’’ 

I would not in this underestimate 
your intelligence or impugn your fidel- 
ity to the great principles that under, 
lie our National fabric, hut kuowiug 
as I do the efforts that are being and 
will be put forth hy Democrats to 
capture the less informed of my race, 

I advise the speedy organization ot 
clubs throughout the couuty.

Coloring ItlrdM with Pepper. 

A well known German naturalist 
Dr. Suuermann, lias published a 
number of curious observations on 
the artificial coloration of canary 
birds fill with cayenne pcpjier. The 
plumage changes from yellow to red. 
Idle pepper contains an oily matter 
anil an irritating principle, und when 
these are extracted by maceration the 
pepi>er loses its coloring property, 
but if olive oil be added to the mac- 
erated pepper its coloring property 
returns. Hence the oil is considered 
the vehicle of the color. White liens 
treated in the same way also become 
reddish, niul the yolks of their eggs 
become a bright red.— New York 
Times.
